SHERIDAN KNOWLES’S Play of The Hunchback was repeated 
here last night, when Miss Beverley made her first appearance at 
this Theatre, in the character of Helen, which she sustained in a 
very praiseworthy manner ; indeed as well as any one who has 
attempted the part, always excepting Miss Taylor, whose 
absence {rom thisTheatre is much to be regretted. Miss Beverley 
is fair, with fine light hair, and not a bad figure, but she is past 
la premiere jeunesse ; she has been, we hear, on the stage for 
some years, and she played with the unembarrassed ease of ‘one 
accustomed ‘o the scene. Julia is the part in which Miss Helen 
Faucit first won the favor of the town, and it is decidedly her 
best part, she never played it better than last night. Mr. Dale 
was the Sir Thomas Clifford, and Bennett Master Walter, 
the former was too tame, and the latter too violent; the Play 
went off so well, it was given out for Thursday, the next acting 
night. Zazezizozu was the alterpiece, and brought a great 
half-price,—the house being then crowded. Thursday last, a 
violin was stolen from the orchestra, and its owner and the man- 
ager have each offered a large reward for the discovery of the

DRURY LANE THEATRE. 

LasT night, Miss Vandenhoff, a daughter of the tragedian of 
that name, made her first appearance before a ‘London audience, 
in the character of/Juliet, and we always feel inclined to speak in 
the best possible terms of a youthful débutante; we regret that 
we cannot on the present occasion award any higher jaise than 
that she. is a promising young actress. We know that this will 
be considered no praise at all by her too partial friends, many of 
whom were in the Theatre last night, and applauded her 4 l’ou- 
trance, when she least deserved it. But even this moderate share 
of praise we must qualify by saying that to our thinking she 


‘has mistaken her line, as both her person and voice are better 


suited to genteel Comedy thanTragedy. Miss Vandenhoff, though 
not of the first order of fine forms, has a neat well made figure, 
and a pleasing, though not an expressive countenance, her de- 
portment is not particularly graceful, and her action is constrained. 
Her voice is rather musical, and her enunciation distinct even to 
formality. She appears to have been carefully taught all the 
business of the scene, and went through her task without the 
jJeast embarrassment, the only attempt she made at an original 
point was an unfortunate one ; when parting from Romeo after 
plighting her love,to him,she leant over the balcony and attempted 
to shake hands with him, but Cooper not being sufficiently 
tall to reach her, though he stood on tip-toe, the point failed, 
and caused a titter of laughter from the audience. We are sur- 
prised that Cooper did not warn Miss Vandenhoff at rehearsal 
against this attempt to produce effect. Cooper’s Romeo com- 
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pared with Bennett’s was excellent, and in the same ratio Van- 
denhoff’s Mercutio looses by comparison with that of C. Kem- 
ble ; he buffooned the part. Mrs. C, Jones made a capital Nurse, 
and Meadows acted to the life the starved Apoth cary. On the 
whole thePlay went off but flatly, at its termination in compliance 
with the call of the audience Mr. Vandenhoff led forward his 
danghter and they were loudly applauded; this, however, now 
is no compliment. The Tragedy was not announced for repe- 
tition, and we should think Miss Vandenhoff will return to the 
provinces where by study and practice, she may become a clever 
actress, but not in Tragedy, or we are munch mistaken. We hear 
that Mr. Vandenhoff made a proviso that his daughter should 
have a trial part, when he signed his engagement for the after- 
season.—The house was filled at half-price.
